THE  BELDEN  ANCESTRY • 


The  Belden  Family  is  of  ancient  English 
origin* 

The  name  Belden  was  taken  from  the 
Cornish  British  -  the  beautiful  hill  Beil- 
den,  the  hill  of  Belus,  a  place  of  Druid 
worship. 

Bayldon,  or  Baildon,  Common  is  a 
chapelry  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire* 
six  miles  from  Leeds  and  near  the  River 
Aire. 


Baildon  Hall  was  built  sometime  during 
the  fifteenth  century. 

The  Belden  coat  of  arms  appears  on 
the  window  of  Menthley  Hall,  Yorkshire. 

The  name  has  been  spelled  variously, 
Bayldon,  Baildon,  Belding,  etc.  It  was 
changed  to  Belden  in  1772,  by  Rev.  Joshua 
Belden. 

The  first  AMERICAN  IMMIGRANT  was 
Richard,  who  came  from  Yorkshire  and  set¬ 
tled  in  Weathersf ield,  Conn,  in  1630,  ten 
years  after  the  landing  of  the  Mayflower. 
Richard’s  sympathies  were  strongly  with 
the  Puritans,  which  probably  explains  why 
he  came  to  America. 

Belden  descendants  are  eligible  for 
membership  Magna  Charter  Societies  thru 
the  mother  of  Richard,  the  immigrant, 
Margaret  Goodrich.  She  has  a  very  illus¬ 
trious  ancestry.

The  Hungerford  family  is  of  English  - 
origin# 


Mary  Hungerford  married  Hugh  Smithson, 
the  first  duke  of  Northumberland  and  a 
descendant  of  King  Henry  the  Seventh# 

James  Smithson,  their  son,  was  the 
founder  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
which  has  inspired  and  guided  the  scien¬ 
tific  development  of  this  continent  for  the 
past  hundred  years  *  He  willed  his  entire 
fortune,  five  hundred  and  forty-two  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  for  this  work,  for  which 
America  owes  him  a  debt  of  eternal  grati¬ 
tude#  He  died  in  Genoa,  Italy  in  1829* 

In  England,  there  are  two  almshouses 
existing  at  the  present  time,  which  were 
founded  and  endowed  by  the  Hungorfords 
before  1450# 

On  the  tombstone  of  Capt#  John  Hunger¬ 
ford,  who  died  in  1787  and  was  buried  at 
Plainville,  Hartford  County,  Conn.,  is  the

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HENRY  EDGAR  BELDEN,  to  whom  this  work  is 
dedicated,  was  the  son  of  Johnothan  and  lucretia 
Hungerford  Belden#  He  was  born  July  30,  1830, 
at  New  Britian,  Conn# 

At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  drifted  to  Ver¬ 
million  County,  Illinois#  In  March,  1851*  he 
married  Phebe  Stanfield,  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Jane  Matthews  Stanfield#  He  taught  several  terms 
of  school  near  Georgetown  and  later  moved  to  Van 
Meter,  Iowa,  where  he  continued  teaching  for  a 
time,  then  changed  his  occupation  to  farming# 

He  spent  considerable  time  during  the  Civil 
War  in  training  raw  recruits,  as  he  had  some 
experience  in  the  State  militia  in  Connecticut#  He 
was  unable  to  enlist  on  account  of  an  injury# 

He  was  a  bitter  opponent  of  the  Fugitive 
Slave  Law  and  he  engineered  an  underground  rail¬ 
way  that  was  located  in  the  heavy  timber  on  his 
farm.  He  gave  food  and  shelter  to  the  hunted 
frightened  fugitives  and  sent  them  on  their  way 
to  Canada  and  freedom* 

Many  of  the  older  people  in  those,  days 
could  not  read  so  they  came  to  him  to  learn  what 
was  happening.  In  the  winter  the  neighbors 
would  gather  around  the  fireplace  and  in  the 
summer  they  would  sit  in  the  yard,  listening  to 
him  read  the  news,  which  was  sometimes  joyful 
and  sometimes  sorrowful#  One  of  the  writers  of 
this  article  well  remembers  when  a  man  on  horse¬ 
back  rode  up  to  the  gate,  bearing  the  message 
that  Lincoln  had  been  assassinated#  She  remem¬ 
bers  the  consternation  of  the  people  when  they 
learned  that  their  beloved  leader  had  been 
taken  away. 

In  the  autumn  of  1869,  he  and  his  family 
went  to  southeastern  Kansas,  in  a  covered  wagon# 
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They  stopped  for  the  winter  in  Cherokee, 
Kansas,  there  being  schools  there*  In  the 
spring  of  1870,  they  went  to  Montgomery 
County,  Kansas*  The  Osage  Indians  were 
being  transferred  to  the  then  Indian 
Territory  and  the  land  they  vacated  in 
Kansas  was  open  for  settlement*  Another 
childhood  memory  Qf  my  brother,  Frank, 
and  myself  sitting  on  the  roof  of  the 
house,  watching  the  tribe  go  by*  Each  one 
had  to  be  in  Independence  in  person  in 
order  to  receive  his  share  of  pay  for 
the  land*  A  rather  funny  incident  occur¬ 
red*  We  had  planted  what  we  thought  was 
watermelon  seed  but  which  proved  to  be 
piemelons*  The  Indians  took  all  the 
melons  and  when  they  discovered  their 
mistake  their  laughter  could  be  heard  a 
long  ways  away. 

He  lived  for  some  time  in  Dickinson 
County,  Kansas,  near  Abilene,  then  moved 
to  Ottawa  County,  near  Tescott,  where  he  died 
September  2nd,  1893,  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
three. 

He  had  been  a  member  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church  for  many  years  and  usually 
had  the  office  of  Sunday  School  Superinten¬ 
dent.  He  was  greatly  interested  in  educa¬ 
tion,  well  read  and  was  a  broad-minded  deep 
thinker.  It  was  said  in  his  obituary 
notice  that  he  was  fifty  years  ahead  of  his 
time. 


Something  happened  at  his  death  that 
might  interest  the  members  of  the  family. 

He  had  seemingly  passed  on  and  every  one 
had  left  the  room  but  his  wife,  Phebe* 

He  opened  his  eyes  and  with  a  look  of  joy 
said,  "it  is  all  right."  That  was  the  end. 


Phebe  Beldon,  after  the  death  of  Henry 
Belden,  moved  to  Oklahoma  and  pioneered 
again.  She  was  in  her  sixties  at  that  time* 
She  lived  to  be  ninety  years  old  and  was 
blind  for  five  years  before  her  death*  She 
lived  like  the  earlier  queens,  surrounded  by 
loyal  subjects  who  gave  her  loving  care*  Her 
throne,  however,  was  well  earned  and  not 
inherited* 

Henry  Bolden,  soon  after  their  marriage 
in  1851,  decreed  that  Phebe  should  have  a 
birthday  party  every  year  and  she  did  have  a 
birthday  party  every  year  for  seventy  years* 
The  parties  grew  larger  and  larger  as  the 
years  passed  by  and  during  her  later  years 
the  children  and  grandchildren  came  from  far 
and  near  to  enjoy  the  one  day  in  the  year 
when  they  could  all  be  together.  Queen 
Phebe  reigned  supreme  on  these  'occasions* 

Fourteen  children  were  born  to  Henry 
and  Phebe  Belden»  Five  of  them  died  in 
childhood.  One  daughter  was  afflicted  and 
died  while  a  young  woman*  Four  sons  and 
four  daughters  lived  to  maturity* 

The  four  sons  were  farmers,  all  church 
workers  and  well  liked  in  their  respective 
cummunit ies. 

One  son,  william  Franklin,  was  a  lecturer 
He  believed  that  the  bounties  of  this  earth 
should  be  enjoyed  by  all  people,  not  just  a 
favored  few.  He  spent  his  life  trying  to 
educate  people  along  this  line* 

Another  son,  Samuel,  was  an  advocate  of 
prohibition?  He  lived  in  a  dry  State  and  he 
did  a  splendid  work  in  helping  to  keep  it 
that  way*

The  third  son,  James,  and  his  wife  were 
both  musicians  and  they  contributed  much  to 
entertainment  in  their  vicinity*  They  furnished 
music  for  the  neighborhood  parties  and  dances 
for  many  years* 

The  fourth  son,  Richard,  was  of  the  genial 
friendly  "type  who  takes  part  in  everything* 

The  four  daughters  were  also  church  work¬ 
ers. 

Cynthia,  the  oldest  daughter,  preached  the 
Gospel  in  season  and  out  of  season  and  as  she 
and  her  husband  not  only  taught  the  Goldon 
Rule  but  lived  it,  their  influence  was  great. 

The  second  daughter,  Almira,  co-author 
of  this  work,  was  a  nurse  and  she  officiated 
at  the  arrival  and  departture  of  many  Boldens,

became  a  pleasure  to  live* 

The  fourth  daughter,  Grace,  and  her  hus¬ 
band  were  known  for  their  hospitality  and 
kindness.  They  opened  their  hearts  and  home 
to  any  one  ill  or  in  distress*  There  are 
many  who  have  gratitude  in  their  hearts  for 
the  two  Good  Samaritans* 

Henry  and  Phebo  Belden  have  331  descen¬ 
dants,  291  now  living*  116  have  married 
into  the  family,  101  now  living* 
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You  will  not  find  their  names  among  the 
mighty  or  the  very  wealthy,  but  you  will 
find  their  names  on  church  rolls  and  upon 
membership  rolls  of  organizations  formed  for 
the  express  purpose  of  lifting  the  burdens 
from  the  backs  of  their  fellowmen# 

There  are  several  Ministers  of-  the  Gospel 
in  the  family  who  are  bringing  the  glad 
tidings  that  Salvation  is  free  to  all  who 
will  accept#  And  why  not  accept?  It  was 
bought  at  a  great  Price#  You  will  be  far 
happier  while  here  and  you  will  have  the  sure 
hope  of  eternal  life.

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They  helped  to  keep  the  enemy  from  our  shores 
the  bombs  from  our  cities  and  helped  to  re¬ 
move  fear  from  the  hearts  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  entire  world.

WALDO  BELDEN,  son  of  Bert  and  Clela

plane  crash  near  Stuttgart,  Arkansas, 
in  World  War  11.

It  can  be  said  of  her  that  she  loved 
the  world  and  the  people  in  it*.  Her  friends 
were  legion,  in  all  walks  of  life,  some  very 
rich  and  some  very  poor,  it  mattered  not  to 
her.  She  looked  up  to  no  one  and  down  on  no 
one. 


She  was  a  nurse  by  profession  and 'loved 
it.  She  was  always  willing  to  lend  a  help¬ 
ing  hand  and  she  made  life  a  little  easier 
for  a  multitude  of  people* 

Hers  was  a  long  and  colorful  career. 

She  saw  the  agony  of  four  wars.  She  watched 
her  father  drill  the  boys  for  the  Civil  War. 
She  heard  the  news  that  Lincoln  had  been  shot. 
She  watched  another  generation  of  boys  leave 
for  the  Spanish  War,  and  another  for  World 
War  1.  She  watched  still  another  generation 
of  boys  being  drilled  in  front  of  her  home 
in  Los  Angeles  for  World  War  11. 

She  endured  the  hardships  of  pioneer 
life  in  three  different  States,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
and  Oklahoma. 

She  traveled  in  a  covered  wagon,  be¬ 
hind  an  ox  team.  She  rode  down  a  mountain 
in  a  stage  coach  behind  a  drunken  driver. 

She  traveled  in  buggies,  two-wheeled  carts, 
trains,  boats,  busses,  street  cars,  stream¬ 
lined  automobiles  and  an  airplane. 

The  combelt  of  Iowa  was  her  birth 
place.  She  lived  in  Canada,  where  she  wat¬ 
ched  the  aurora  borealis  (northern  lights). 

She  lived  so  near  Niagara  Falls  she  could 
listen  to  the  roar.  She  lived  in  the  wooded 
hills  of  western  New  York,  where  they  make 
the  maple  sugar. 


She  lived  on  a  mountain  top  in  Arkansas , 
where  the  scenery  is  so  gorgeous*  She  lived 
in  a  booming  oil  town  in  Oklahoma,  where  she 
mingled  with  the  Indians  and  learned  a  part 
of  their  language*  She  lived  on  the  prairies 
of  Kansas,  in  a  mining  town  and  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  Colorado,  where  the  beauty  takes 
one!s  breath  away*  She  lived  in  California, 
where  the  roses  bloom  the  year  round*  She 
watched  the  mighty  battle  ships  on  the  Paci¬ 
fic  Ocean* 

Her  last  ten  years  were  entirely  devoted 
to  the  Townsend  pension  activities*  No  one 
knew  better  than  she  hardships  endured  by  the 
early  pioneers «  She  watched  the  elderly 
people,  the  builders  of  our  nation,  obliged 
to  live  with  relatives  where  the3r  were  not 
wanted  and  others  being  regimented  into  the 
poor  houses,  a  heartbreaking  tragedy  in  every 
case*  Then  she  watched  the  pension  bring 
new  life,  hope,  self  respect  and  sheer  joy 
to  these  same  people*  She  also  watched  the 
Townsend  social  activities  bring  cheer  and 
happiness  to  thousands  of  the  lonely*  The 
old  age  pension  -  no  other  tax  money  brings 
such  rich  returns  when  needed  most*  Truly, 
Christianity  in  action* 

She  made  a  life  long  study  of  the  Bible 
and  she  believed  in  its  promises*  She  knew 
it  by  heart  and  she  could  give  you  chapter 
and  verse  for  anything  you  wanted  to  know* 

On  August  14th,  1947,  she  received  a 
call  from  the  Master  she  loved  so  well  and 
went  on,  no  doubt,  to  greater  adventures, 
activities  and  service.*
